HEET (heetma.org) 
has a map of gas leaks throughout the Commomwealth, updated 
based on 2019 data. Mothers-Out-Front and Sustainable 
Arlington have started ‘canaries tree.org’ which provides a sign 
you can put near trees/areas where gas leaks are present.
